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On-campus clinic loses clients due to parking policy

A new parking policy is jeopardiz- 
ing a graduate program and clinic in 
the communicative disorders depart- 
ment, according to Chair of the depart- 
ment Carolyn Madding. 

For the. 27 years Madding has 


worked at Cal State Long Beach, the 
disabled clients who frequent the 
Speech-Language Clinic on campus 
have been able to park near the clinic 
in Parking Lots 6 and 7. 

This year, however, a new park- 
ing policy is requiring clients to park 
farther away from the Language Arts 
building, which houses the clinic, ac- 
cording to Madding. 

“The clinic is extremely important 
to the viability of the program,” Mad- 


CSU graduates 8,000 


fewer teachers since ‘03 


The drop results from 


state budget cuts 


and decreased demand for teachers.

The Cal State University has pro- 
duced significantly fewer teachers 
for the workforce over the past 10 
years as a result of state budget cuts. 

Shireen Pavri, associate dean for 
graduate studies and research in 
the College of Education, said that 
budget cuts at the state level have 
resulted in a decreased demand for 
teachers, which has in turn resulted 
in decreased enrollment in the COE. 

According to Pavri, two factors 
have led to a lower demand for new 
teachers: first, the majority of urban 
school districts in Los Angeles and 
Orange Counties have not been hir- 
ing new teachers throughout the past 
several years, and second, many vet- 
eran teachers have also chosen not to 
retire because of the poor economy. 

According to the CSU website, 
during the 2003-04 school year the 
system produced 13,933 teachers in 
California. Between then and the 
2011-12 school year, the number 
dropped to 5,787 teachers. 

Since the state’s budget cuts be- 
gan, many in the COE have been 
affected by the decreased demand

for teachers, but Pavri said the 
greatest impact has been felt by 
part-time lecturers. 

“We have had to offer fewer sec- 
tions of courses and consequently 
have had to hire fewer part-time fac- 
ulty to teach for us,” she said. 

Pavri said enrollment in the COE 
has also been affected. According to 
Pavri, in fall 2009 there were 1,843 
full-time equivalent students en- 
rolled in the COE, but in fall 2013, 
that number dropped to 1,300. 

Pavri said students who would 
have initially enrolled in the COE 
are now enrolling in majors that ap- 
ply to fields where the job market 
is showing growth, such as applied 
health fields. 

She said, however, that she be- 
lieves enrollment will begin to pick 
up again as the economy shows 
signs of recovery. Pavri said she has 
heard from many spring 2013 grad- 
uates who have had success finding 
full-time teaching positions. 

“Enrollment in the [COE] is sus- 
ceptible to market demands, and 
we think we have passed the worst 
of the budget crisis in education,” 
Pavri said. “We expect the demand 
for teachers to gradually increase 
once again as school budgets are 
strengthened and the aging work- 
force starts to retire.” 
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A parking structure was graffitied over the weekend. See

ding said. “As a result, any problems 
with parking or our clients not being 
able to get here puts our program in 
jeopardy.” , 

The university-based clinic pro- 
vides comprehensive diagnostic and 
therapeutic services to children and 
adults who have communicative dis- 
orders, such as autism, communica- 
tive cerebral palsy and Down syn- 
drome. 

According to Madding, the new 


Parking and Transportation Services 
(PTS) policy, implemented at the be- 
ginning of the semester, restricted her 
clients from parking in Lots 6 and 7, 
which are closest to the clinic. The cli- 
ents were instead told to park in Lot 18 
next to Brotman Hall, located nearly 
half a mile away. 

Madding said the department has 
since appealed the new parking policy 
and as a result, a moratorium has been 
placed on the policy, allowing clients

to park in Lots 6 and 7 until the end of 
the semester. 

PTS initially developed a transition 
plan for the clients’ parking, a plan that 
allowed clients to continue parking in 
Lots 6 and 7 until Sept. 30. After that 
day, clients were transitioned to Lots 
8 and 8A on upper campus for the re- 
mainder of the semester, according to 
Director of Operations in Financial

After confirming his real name, police 
found that Vargas was not a student and 
did not match the dorm roster, accord- 
ing to Goodwin. 

University Police arrested Vargas 
and took him to Long Beach City Jail, 
Goodwin said.

A student reported at 1:40 p.m. on 
Friday that her iPad had been stolen 
from the Student Recreation and Well- 
ness Center, Goodwin said. 

According to Goodwin, the student 
told police that she would return to the 
Lost and Found to check if her device 
was recovered. 
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Management Robyn Ames-Woodyard. 

Madding, however, said that this 
solution was inadequate because there 
aren’t enough parking spaces in Lots 8 
and 8A. 

“That is out of the question. Obvi- 
ously, the parking office has no clue 
of what we do here or our value to the 
community,” Madding said. “Our cli- 
ents have shown up half an hour late to 
sessions, circling and circling and cir- 
cling [the parking lots].” 

For a mother like Erin Neubauer, 
who rushes her son from his kindergar- 
ten class to the clinic regularly, the new 
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parking policy creates a problem. Neu- 
bauer said even with being able to park 
in Lots 8 and 8A, she still struggled to 
find parking. 

“That’s not reasonable to drive 
around 50 minutes,” Neubauer said. 
“Tt would be a sad, sad day if the clinic 
were to lose its parking.” 

Neubauer said she picks her son up 
from his class at 12:30 p.m. in order to 
make it to her son’s clinic session at | 
p.m. This gives her 30 minutes to drive 
to campus, park and then either walk 
or take the shuttle to the clinic with her 
son. 

Neubauer said she has since told the 
department that these new parking con- 
ditions are unreasonable and that she 
has considered removing her son from 
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the clinic. 

“It’s very vital for us. I’ve been very 
happy with what I’ve seen; every- 
thing is very cutting edge,’ Neubauer 
said about the clinic. “But this is the 
last straw. I can’t take my child out of 
school any earlier. | won’t.” 

Neubauer isn’t the only one con- 
sidering leaving the clinic. According 
to Clinic Secretary Jennifer Young, a 
dozen or so clients have either left or 
threatened to leave if conditions don’t 
improve. 

Madding said this factor is putting 
the department’s graduate program in 
jeopardy. 

Graduate students in the depart- 
ment complete their required hours 
by working in the clinic. According to 


“COMM 
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the CSULB website, graduate students 
must complete 400 clinical hours work- 
ing with communicatively disordered 
individuals in order to become certified 
speech-language pathologists. 

Without the clinic, Madding said, 
graduate students would have to go 
elsewhere to complete the required 
clinical hours. She said this could also 
turn students away from enrolling in 
the CSULB graduate program. 

Ames-Woodyard said via email 
that the new parking policy was creat- 
ed because various groups were com- 
peting for the same parking resources 
in Lots 6 and 7. 

“In the past, many of the parking 
procedures were vague, and it was 
difficult to apply them consistently,”

Ames-Woodyard said. “The initial 
discussions to find a solution for clinic 
parking began when [PTS] began to 
hear from employees who were unable 
to find parking in restricted lots adja- 
cent to clinics.” 

According to Ames-Woodyard, PTS 
found that multiple clinics on campus 
make parking requests similar to those 
from the communicative disorders clin- 
ic. She said balancing employee park- 
ing needs with the parking needs of 
other clinics compounded the problem. 

Ames-Woodyard said it was im- 
portant that PTS not make any policy 
changes without guidance from cam- 
pus leadership, which is included in 
the process of working to find a viable 
solution.

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Parking compromise is needed to help disabled visitors 


A change in the university park- 
ing policy could harm an on-cam- 
pus graduate program. 

According to the university web- 
site, the Department of Communica- 
tive Disorders offers an on-campus 
clinic that serves people with 

commu- 
nicative

ders, . 
such as 
autism and Down syndrome. 

According to Chair of the com- 
municative disorders department 
Carolyn Madding, clinic attendees 
have been allowed to park in Parking 
Lots 6 and 7 for the past 27 years, 
nearby the Language Arts building, 
which houses the clinic. 

Following the parking change, 
Madding was informed that clinic 
visitors would have to park in Lot 18, 
adjacent to Brotman Hall. 

“The clinic is extremely impor- 
tant to the viability of the [graduate] 
program,” Madding said. “As a 
result, any problems with parking, 
or our clients not being able to get 
here, puts our program in jeopardy.” 

If clinic visitors decide not to 
return because of parking issues, then 
the graduate students could lose valu- 
able experience in the clinic because 
of a lack of clients, which would make 
the program less attractive to future 
students, Madding said. 


Following a back-and-forth debate, a moratorium was placed 
on the parking policy change, allowing clinic attendees to resume 
parking in Lots 6 and 7 for the rest of the semester, according to 


Madding. But the policy itself still exists it seems. 


Madding said 80 to 100 clients come to the clinic every week. 
Clearly, a compromise needs to be reached between both sides to 


resolve the parking issue. 


According to Cal State Long Beach Director of Operations 
for Financial Management Robyn Ames-Woodyard, a transition 


plan for clients’ parking, was put into effect earlier this semester. 
“We initially developed a transition plan for the speech and 
hearing clients that allowed them to continue to park in Lots 
6 and 7 through Sept. 30,” Ames-Woodyard said. “By mid- 
September, we realized that plan was not working well.” 
Ames-Woodyard said access was given to Lots 8 and 8A for 
clinic visitors as part of thetransition plan. 
She also said a more permanent solution is being worked on 
with the speech and hearing clients. : * 
We hope a compromise can be reached soon. 


Telling clinic participants with disabilities to park elsewhere could 
make their commutes more difficult. 

Lots 8 and 8A are a considerable walking distance from the clinic 
in comparison with the other lots. Lots 6 and 7 are near the Language 
Arts building while Lots 8 and 8A are closer to the Fine Arts buildings. 

If the clinic parking system worked well for the past 27 years; we 
wonder why a change in policy was necessary. 

The parking situation on campus is not perfect. Surely, though, 
a-solution can-be-reached to"accommodate-the needs of the dis- 
abled clinic visitors. pote ak:

Instagram turned three years old last 
week, and it’s about time for the social 
media app to get its first advertisements. 

Following the trend of social net- 
works like Facebook and Twitter, In- 
stagram revealed plans last week to 
roll out advertisements onto the photo 
feeds of all of its users. Director of 
Business Operations for Instagram 
Emily White said the photo-sharing 
social network will start selling ads 
by the end of the year. 

This is the latest effort by Insta-

Still, some users like Khiry Bowie, 
an undeclared sophomore, said he 
does not like the idea that his private 
photo stream will be polluted by ads.

He mentioned Instagram’s last 
privacy policy change effort, which 
suggested that uploaded photos could 
be sold for advertisements. However, 
after users expressed negative feed- 
back, the proposal was dropped, ac- 
cording to BBC,

the app-less and. less,” he said. “And 
hearing. this, I probably won’t come 
back ‘anytime soon.” 

It is doubtful thatthe inclusion of 
ads will negatively affect the major- 
ity of the more than 150 million In- 
stagram users worldwide, since most 
people are already accustomed to 
scrolling through ads on Facebook 
or skipping over them in YouTube 
videos.

After last Friday’s disappointing 
sweep at the hands of No. 6 Hawaii, 
the Long Beach State women’s volley- 
ball team hopes to redeem itself on the 
road this week as it takes on Cal State 
Northridge and UC Davis.

“{Bre Mackie and Haleigh Hampton] 
gave it a go against Hawaii,” Gimmil- 
laro said. “Bre [Mackie] we had to take 
out. Haleigh [Hampton] did the best she 
could, being the first time she’s played 
in six weeks. You’ve got to be proud of 
players that want to play even if they 
know they’re not going to play at a level 
they’re accustomed to.” 


Gimmillaro said he was proud of his 
players for adjusting to an unfortunate 
situation, but he expressed frustration 
with his team not performing at the 
level they’re capable of. 

“Obviously at 8-8, that is not what 
[LBSU] is about,” he said. “But we 
believe in the systems and tech- 
niques we teach and know they work. 


We’ve just got to execute. We have 
to make sure the players understand 
and believe in the systems too ... so 
we can improve before we compete 
again.” 

The 49ers will play CSUN at the 
Matadome tonight at 7 p.m. and UC 
Davis on Saturday at 8 p.m. at the Pa- 
vilion.

play with a loss but knows from what 
he’s seen so far this year that the ‘Nin- 
ers treat each loss as a mistake that can 
be learned from. 

“We really grew last week,” Ingras- 
sia said. “Sunday was another step for- 
ward, and we just keep getting better, 
which is a good sign.” 

Ingrassia said the team spent Satur- 
day going over film and learning more 
about how to make the right decisions 
on the field, specifically recognizing 
attacking opportunities and taking ad- 
vantage of those opportunities when 


they’re presented. 

However, the team has had to work 
harder than it anticipated in moving 
forward due to having to compensate 
for one lingering injury. 

“Trying to find our attacking identity 
without Eileen [Maes] has been diffi- 
cult,” Ingrassia said. “Our playing has 
gotten better while we just try to kind 
of reinvent ourselves offensively with- 
out one of our big pieces.” 

Ingrassia noted that the Aggies, like 
most Big West teams, are defensively 
minded and that the ‘Niners have to be 
on top of their attack game if they 
want to come out of Thursday’s 
match victorious. 

Last year LBSU and UC Davis 
took a scoreless tie game deep into 
the second half until the 49ers net- 
ted a late game-winning goal. 

This year the ‘Niners have 
been scoring in creative ways 
and plan on continuing that trend 
throughout conference play. Cen- 
ter back Taylor Nelson led The 
Beach past UC Santa Barbara on 
Sunday with a goal from the top 
of the box after a driving attack 
from the backfield. 

Five conference teams have split 
their first two games so far with two 
others tying, indicating that teams 
are playing each other at even lev- 
els. But Ingrassia said the team is 
taking each remaining game as if 
it’s its last. 

“We talked about it today, that 
we have six finals left, really” In- 
grassia said. “They’re all finals.” 

The ‘Niners and Aggies will 
take the field on Thursday for a 
7 p.m. start.
